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Heartbreak of our 
‘beautiful Sarah’ 


Family pay 
tribute to 
mum, 35, 
killed in 
car crash

HEARTBROKEN family 
and friends of a mum-of- 
four killed in a horrific car 
crash have paid tribute to 
their “beautiful Sarah”. 

Sarah Gibbs, 35, died after 
the car she was travelling in 
was involved in a two-vehicle 
accident on the A142 
Witchford bypass on Sunday. 

Sarah lived with her 
husband, Glynn, and their 
four children in New Barns 
Avenue, Ely, and was well- 
known in the area. 

Her death has left family, 
friends, neighbours and 
colleagues devastated. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News, Sarah’s family and 
An ‘amazing person’: Sarah Gibbs. friends explained how her

eldest son, Stephen, 17, was 
driving when the accident 
happened. 

Sarah was a front-seat 
passenger in the car and her 
5-year-old daughter, Lily, was 
also in the vehicle. 

Sarah also leaves two other 
children, Danny, 15, and 
Connor, 13. 

Police are now pleading for 
witnesses to come forward to 
help them determine what 
happened. 

On Tuesday, Sarah’s mum, 
Gladys Lynn, 62, paid tribute 
to her “beautiful daughter” 
and thanked everyone for 
their support. 

Gladys, who lives in Hull 


and is divorced from Sarah’s 
dad, Albert fones, 65, who 
lives in Littleport, said: 
“Sarah was a beautiful person 
and a beautiful daughter. She 
was everybody’s beautiful 
Sarah. 

“She was such a kind 
woman who put her 
husband, her children and 
every single person before 
herself. 

“She never had a bad word 
to say about anybody and I 
cannot put into words how 
much we are all going to miss 
her. 

“Everybody is totally 
devastated and life will never 
be the same without her. You 


certainly don’t expect your 
children to die before you do. 
It’s an absolute tragedy.” 

One of Sarah’s best friends, 
Sabrina Balfe, 31, who lives in 
Ely, described her as an 
“amazing person” and said 
she was everybody’s friend. 

She said: “It just doesn’t 
seem real. I keep thinking 
that it’s not real and that 
Sarah will walk in the room at 
any moment. 

“Everybody is devastated. 
Sarah was extremely well- 
known and popular. She was 
everybody’s friend and would 
do absolutely anything for 
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A1 death woman 
was suffering 
from depression 


A WOMAN who threw 
herself in front of a lorry 
along the A1 did not 
have the immediacy of 
her depressive illness 
fully recognised, an 
inquest heard. 

Sarah Hillingdon, of 
Glebe Way, Haddenham, 
was killed in the 
collision along the A1 
southbound 
carriageway near 
Southoe at about 
8.45pm on March 27. 

An inquest in 
Huntingdon heard last 
Thursday that the 49- 
year-old had been 
suffering from 
depression since 
January and a day 
earlier had been visited 
by a mental health 
team, paramedics and 
later a GP after she 
became “agitated”. 

Her partner Kevin 
Smith said in a 
statement: “She was 
concerned that she was 
being followed and 
people were out to get 
her. 

“On March 26,1 had 
found her in an agitated 
state and was finding it 
difficult to calm her 
down. So I contacted 
the mental health team 
at Croylands in Ely. 

“She seemed calmer 
after they left but when I 
woke up she had left the 
house.” 

On-call doctor 
Nicholas Arthur - a GP 
in Newmarket for 27 
years - ruled out 
sectioning the patient 
the night before and 
said she was within her 
own mental capacity. 

But student 
paramedic Victoria 
Fulcher said: “Sarah was 
determined to take her 
own life.” 


She added: “I see a lot 
of patients in this state 
but Sarah seemed very 
set on what she wanted 
to do. 

“She said she didn’t 
want to give people the 
satisfaction of getting to 
her and wanted to end 
her life first. 

“The only thing we 
could do is to get Sarah 
sectioned so we rang the 
out of hours doctors 
service for them to carry 
out a mental health 
check.” 

Recording a narrative 
verdict, coroner David 
Morris said: “She took 
her own life while 
suffering from a sudden 
acute episode of her 
depressive illness, the 
immediacy of which 
had not been fully 
recognised.” 

The inquest heard 
that Sarah had parked 
her Volkswagen Passat 
in a nearby lay-by before 
running in front of the 
lorry. She died of 
multiple traumatic 
injuries. 

Pc Peter Bimson, 
collision investigator for 
Cambridgeshire Police, 
said: “The driver of the 
lorry was driving at 
55mph but after 
emergency breaking 
reduced his speed to 
49mph. 

“The evidence he 
gave was consistent 
with the damage to the 
vehicle. She had driven 
on a nearby verge where 
her car was very neatly 
parked and ran in front 
of the vehicle.” 

Before leaving the 
house, Sarah left a note 
which read: “Kevin I love 
you so much - always 
will -1 am sorry.”

The talk was organised by Ely- 
based Topping and Company 
Booksellers, who set up regular 
author visits. 

Rebecca Harris, events organiser 
for the shop, said: “We sold 1,300 
tickets for Terry’s visit which made it 
a sell-out. Three hundred of those 
were sold on the actual day the 
tickets went on sale.” 

Sir Terry was the top-selling British 
author in the 1990s and has sold 
more than 70 million books in 37 
languages worldwide.

School is set for 
academy status 



SOHAM'S new primary 
school - if and when it is 
built - is likely to be an 
academy 

The Soham Village College 
Academy Trust (SVCAT) wants to 
open the new school, and is so far 
the only organisation lined up to do 
so. 

Another organisation, Lilac Sky 
Schools, based in Essex, had 
expressed an interest but withdrew 
its application at the last minute last 
Wednesday - just hours before a 
public meeting was held at the 
town’s Walter Gidney Pavilion. 

Around 30 people attended the 
meeting, which saw representatives 
from the SVCAT outlining their 
plans for the school. 

Education chiefs at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council have 
invited organisations to come 
forward to sponsor and set up the 
school, which is planned for the

north of Soham. 

The school will increase the 
town’s primary schools to three and 
will provide places for the ever- 
increasing number of primary 
school children - something which 
is set to get worse when major new 
housing developments in the town 
are complete. 

The SVCAT, which was formed 
when Soham Village College turned 
into an academy last April, has 
applied to open the school in 
partnership with Soham’s two 
primary schools, St Andrew’s and 
The Weatheralls, as well as Fordham, 
Isleham and Kennet primary 
schools. 

Dr Carin Taylor, principal of 
Soham Village College, said: “The 
heads of the Soham and outlying 
village schools work closely and 


believe that together we can ensure 
that the new school offers the very 
best for the young people of north 
Soham. 

“At present, Soham Village College 
is the only academy and so the 
proposal has been led by the SVCAT. 
Our proposal offers exceptional 
continuity of learning for young 
people aged two to 16. It is a 
proposal deeply rooted in our 
community. 

“We share a long-standing 
commitment and capacity to 
improve provision and raise 
standards not just in our own 
schools, but in all of our schools.” 

The school is currently going 
through the planning process and a 
decision was recently deferred by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee over 
fears about access to the facility. 

The SVCAT bid will be considered 
by the county council’s full cabinet 
on October 23.

people. She lived for her 
family. She and Glynn were 
made for each other and 
the whole family were so 
close. Life will never be the 
same without Sarah.” 

Sarah worked as a 
cleaner at the King’s School 
in Ely. 

Sue Freestone, the 
school’s head, said: “We are 
deeply saddened by the 
loss to our community of 
Sarah who was a warm and 
cheerful, giving person, 
and a valued member of 
our team. Our hearts go 
out to Glynn and her 
children. They are in our 
thoughts and prayers.” 

On Tuesday evening, 
droves of people who knew 
Sarah gathered on the 
recreation ground near the 
family home to release 
balloons in her memory. 

Sarah’s son, Stephen, 
who is training to be a 
jockey, is still in hospital in 
a “critical but stable” 
condition. 

Her daughter Lily 
suffered a broken arm in 
the accident. 

The occupants of the 
other vehicle involved in 
the accident, a gold 
Hyundai Tucson, were not 
thought to be seriously 
hurt.

Council chiefs opt 
for bypass Route B 


Octagon 

blueprints 

unveiled 

MAMMOTH plans to build 
an out-of-town retail and 
industrial park in Ely went 
on show to the public. 

Healy Investments, the 
developers behind the major 
scheme, held a two-day 
public exhibition of the 
plans in the city last Friday 
and Saturday. 

People turned out in force 
to the exhibition at The 
Maltings, where they were 
able to cast their eye over the 
proposals - and have their 
say. 

The multi-million pound 
scheme involves demol¬ 
ishing Ely’s existing Tesco 
store and building a larger 
one close by - at the 
northern end of Angel Drove. 

The plan is to incorporate 
the new Tesco in a 
multimillion pound retail 
park, called the Ely Octagon 
Business Park, which could 
also feature a new petrol 
station, hotel, restaurant, 
non-food retail units, a DIY 
unit and new offices and 
industrial units. 

The new Tesco store itself 
is set to be around 82,000 sq 
ft in size. 

A formal planning appli¬ 
cation is yet to be submitted.

THE route for Ely’s £31 million 
southern bypass has been 
approved - despite warnings it 
would “destroy” views of the 
city’s cathedral. 

English Heritage was one of the 
groups which warned the new road 
would cause “substantial harm” to the 
landscape. 

However, Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s cabinet decided to push 
ahead with the route, known as Route 
B, at a meeting on Monday. 

A planning application will now be 
submitted for the bypass, which would 
relieve congestion around the level 
crossing next to the city’s station, 
where the barriers are currently down 
on average 35 minutes in every hour. 

The road would divert the A142 at 
Angel Drove to just outside Stuntney 
via two roundabouts, and a viaduct 
over the railway line, the River Great 
Ouse and its floodplains. The viaduct 
would be 550 yards long and 33ft high. 

At the meeting, Lib Dem Cllr Nigel 
Bell, who represents Ely North and 
East, urged cabinet members to dump 
the bypass and build an underpass 
instead. 

He said: “The road would destroy the 
setting of one of the country’s most 
important heritage assets. 

“There would be a 10.5m-high 
swathe of concrete through the 
historic landscape.” 


He highlighted the comments of 
English Heritage, which warned the 
viaduct would “challenge the 
cathedral’s hitherto unrivalled 
supremacy in the landscape”. 

In a letter to the council, the 
organisation warned the road would 
“be extremely prominent and visually 
intrusive in the important and 
‘quintessential’ views of the cathedral 
from the south and south-east”, harm 
views from the cathedral’s tower, and 
“sever the current close relationship of 
cathedral and city to the adjacent 
Fens”. 

However, cabinet member Cllr 
Martin Curtis said English Heritage 
“doesn’t have a monopoly on being 
right” and councillors drew attention 
to a survey of 1,700 residents in which 
81 per cent of respondents backed the 
bypass plan. 

The chapter of the cathedral said it 
supported the bypass for the “greater 
good”, although it suggested an 
alternative route with a lesser impact 
should be considered. 

Councillors said an underpass 
would not be good value for money 
because it would not remove traffic 
from the centre of Ely like the bypass. 

Cllr Nick Clarke, the council leader, 
said: “The overwhelming argument for 
the economic and transport good far 
outweighs the harm that could be 
done to the cathedral.” 


New attempt to set up takeaway 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to turn a 
former butcher’s shop into a takeaway 
have been resubmitted. 

The bid to convert the former Hills, 
Harnwell and Rutterford Butchers in 
High Street, Sutton, into a takeaway 
were first submitted earlier this year. 

However the proposals were 
rejected by planners at East Cambs 
District Council. 

Now Irfan Yasan, of Market Street, 
Ely, has re-applied to change the use 


of the shop to a takeaway and to 
install an extractor fan. 

In a statement to the council, Mr 
Yasan’s agents added that limited 
opening hours have been proposed of 
between 4pm and 10pm to reduce 
potential disturbance to local 
residents. 

The shop has stood empty since the 
butcher’s closed after 31 years of 
trading in the village. The final 
decision lies with the district council. 
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Drink-drive father took 
children on car journey 


A FATHER attemp¬ 
ted to drive home 
with his two young 
children in the car - 
when he was almost 
double the drink- 
drive limit. 

Simon Cox, of Williams 
Close, Ely, pleaded guilty 
to drinking so much 
alcohol that when 
breathalysed by police he 
had 65 microgrammes of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of breath on August 25- 
exceeding the limit of 
35mgs. 

He was pulled over in 
his grey BMW on the 
A142 at Stuntney by 
police. 

Paul Brown, 

prosecuting, said: “This 
incident happened at 
about 11.30pm. Police 
did see an unacceptable 
level of driving. He was 
swerving about the road 
and when they stopped 
him they were quietly 
concerned that he had 
two young children in the 
car - his sons - and one 
was sitting in the front 
seat; one of 10 and one of 
nine.” 

Officers breathalysed 
the chartered accountant 
and he admitted having 


had three alcoholic 
drinks at a social 
gathering of family and 
friends in Cambridge. 

The 39-year-old had 
planned to stay in Cam¬ 
bridge but decided to 
leave when it was clear 
the party would last until 
the early hours as he 
wanted to spend time 
with his sons the next 
day. 

Jennifer Stewart, miti¬ 
gating, said: “He had a 
few drinks. He is not a 
man who drinks. He was 
on a diet at the time and 
he had three drinks 
during the course of the 
evening.” 

She added: “He is 
extremely ashamed of his 
behaviour.” 

Malcom Kane, 

presiding magistrate, 
said: “This clearly was a 
foolish thing to do and 
the court, I have to say, is 
concerned that we 
consider it an aggravating 
factor that there were two 
young children in the car 
- one in the front of the 
car.” 

Cox was disqualified 
for 20 months and fined 
£900, with court costs of 
£85 and a victim 
surcharge of £15.

Archive plan is scrapped

ELY’S derelict magistrates’ court 
could have been used to store the 
county’s ever-growing archives. 

But now Cambridgeshire 
County Council chiefs have 
decided the courthouse, in Lynn 
Road, is not big enough. 

The authority has been 
considering relocating the 
county’s archives and collections 
there as part of plans to make use 
of the Grade II listed building. 

The archives are currently in 
the basement at the council’s 
headquarters at Shire Hall, where 
conditions are said to be 
deteriorating. 

Organisations, including the 
Ely Society, were supporting the 
plans but now the county council 


has decided it would not be 
suitable. 

Cllr David Harty, cabinet 
member for learning, said: “The 
current plans are to source a site 
that can house the entirety of 
Cambridgeshire Archives that are 
held at Shire Hall, and the 
Cambridgeshire Collection 
resources at Central Library. 

“For this reason, we believe the 
former magistrates' court 
building would not be suitable 
for our requirements.” 

The magistrates’ court has 
stood empty since March last 
year and organisations are still 
trying to find a suitable use for 
the building. 


Concern over supermarket signs 


PLANS to install illuminated 
signs to advertise the opening 
of a new supermarket in Ely are 
causing controversy. 

Bosses at Aldi want to put up 
three advertisement signs to 
publicise the opening of their 
new store in Lisle Lane. 

The new supermarket is 
expected to open early next 
year. 

But the proposed signage is 
causing councillors and 
conservation officers concern. 


Of the three signs proposed, 
two are illuminated, including 
one which is illuminated on 
both sides. It is that sign that is 
causing the most concern. 

Lorraine King, a conservation 
officer at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said: “This is 
not an acceptable sign style for 
such a prominent building 
within the conservation area.” 

However, the City of Ely 
Council insists all the signs are 
inappropriate. 


Urging the district council to 
refuse the proposed signage, 
the council said: “The signs will 
have an adverse impact on 
nearby residential neighbours 
as they would be illuminated 24 
hours a day. 

“The site is classed as city 
centre and both district and 
city councils have policies 
regarding internally illumi¬ 
nated signs.”

Store bid flies in 
face of scheme 

Sir, recent stories carried by your 
paper indicate that major changes 
could soon happen in Ely. East 
Cambs District Council spent many 
tens, if not hundreds, of thousands of 
pounds developing an Ely 
masterplan. One of the fundamentals 
of the plan was to develop vacant and 
underused land in the town centre for 
retail expansion, something that I 
support. In the masterplan the Lisle 
Lane area is zoned for housing but 
now has a large supermarket 
dominating the area, which at least 
has the advantage of being on the 
edge of the centre, hopefully 
reinforcing footfall in the city. 

The major project to relocate Tesco 
with various other retail uses further 
out of town flies in the face of the 
masterplan which suggests that the 
land should be used for employment 
and DIY store type uses. The 
ambitious station gateway 
improvement is to be welcomed but 
not at the price of further 
undermining the viability of the 
current town centre, or indeed the 
status of the masterplan. 

There is an unspoken link between 
the Tesco plans, which will threaten 
the existing specialist retailers as the 
large new store would expand into 
new stock areas, and council 
ambitions for the southern bypass 
and gateway. The district council has 
a role in economic development but 
it also has a planning function. Is it 
going to encourage the further 
hollowing out of the city by 
consenting to out-of-town 
developments? It has already given 
itself permission for an out-of-town 
leisure centre and influenced the 
public consultation on the cinema 
site so no central site was available. 
How are the masterplan aims for 
centrally located retail going to be 
assisted by building at Angel Drove, 
easily accessed by car? 

Meanwhile, the district council which 
ought to be defending the unique 
strengths of the area, the quality of 
the environment, the scale of the city, 
our internationally recognised 
cathedral, is working to undermine 
these valuable assets. Far from 
demanding as planning authority 
that the county council take the least 
environmentally damaging bypass 
option, the council is helping to fund 
what by Cambs County Council 
figures is significantly damaging, will 
contribute to worse pollution figures 
and will blight visually and with 
increased noise the most significant 
architectural asset in the eastern 
region. 

I urge your readers to consider what 
the city may look like in five years 
time and to contact their local 
councillors if they are concerned 
about the current direction of travel.

Owner pays 
after dog 
attacks girl 


A DOG owner has been ordered 
to pay £200 compensation and 
muzzle his pet after it bit a two- 
year-old girl outside a pub. 

Vaughan Allanson, 56, pleaded 
guilty at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court to a charge that his dog was 
out of control in a public place. 

The attack happened on June 1, outside 
the Five Miles From Anywhere pub in 
Upware, where Allanson and his wife 
were eating lunch. 

The dog, a black Labrador cross named 
Lulu, was tied to railings outside with 
another dog when the child stumbled 
into its path and it bit her on her right 
thigh, magistrates were told. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said the child 
had suffered psychologically since the 
attack, and was now afraid of dogs. 

He said: “The attack has had a big effect 
on her, not just physically.” 

Mr Brown read out a statement to the 
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court made by the girl’s mother, who said 
that the child was much more tearful 
since the attack and that she was too 
scared to go near dogs. 

Mr Brown added: “There are two red 
bite marks, but the teeth did not pierce 
the skin.” 

Tahir Mahmood, in mitigation, said the 
dog had never bitten anyone before and 
the family were shocked by the incident. 

Mr Mahmood said: “Mr Allanson has 
been very co-operative and is extremely 
remorseful about the incident.” 

Despite calls from the child’s mother 
for the dog to be put down, magistrates 
decided to impose an order that the 
animal must wear a muzzle and must be 
kept on a lead while in public. 

Allanson, of Reach Road, Burwell, was 
also ordered to pay £70 in court costs. 






















































Brave Alexa bares 
all for stage role 


TAKING your clothes off 
in front of an audience is 
a daunting prospect at 
the best of times. 

But for Alexa Hardy, taking 
part in the stage version of 
Calendar Girls for the St Neots 
Players has been a particularly 
nerve-racking experience - as 
part of her body is scarred due 
to a painful skin condition 
which nearly killed her 10 years 
ago. 

The 31-year-old, who lives in 
Stretham, will also appear in a 
charity calendar which will 
raise money for Leukaemia 
Research. 

The subject of the play, which 
became a hit film in 2003, is 
close to Alexa’s heart as a friend 
died from Leukaemia aged 21 
and another friend who 
suffered from Hodgkin’s 
Lymphoma is now facing a 
further battle with cancer. 

Alexa, who plays Ruth in the 
production, has Hidradenitis 
Suppurativa - a chronic and 
painful condition involving the 
inflammation of some sweat 
glands, causing lumps which 
can leave scarring. 

The UK Power Networks 
engineering assistant said: “I 
have a mild case but have had

12 operations to get rid of the 
lumps. Ten years ago one lump 
got so big that it could have 
given me septicaemia and 
killed me. 

“I think that if I have the 
confidence to take my clothes 
off then everyone should be 
able to take a leaf out of my 
book and be happy with 
themselves.” 

Alexa is the cast member who 
is baring the most during the 
play with a full length pose on a 
table - and her modesty only 


covered by a couple of 
marmalade saucepans. 

Her character was played by 
Penelope Wilton in the film 
which was based on the true 
story of a group from a 
Yorkshire Women’s Institute, 
who posed in the nude for a 
calendar to raise money for 
Leukaemia Research following 
the death of one of their 
husbands from the disease. 

She added: “The calendars 
are £8 each and all the money is 
going to the charity so it’s really 
important that we sell as many 
as we can. They will be 
available in many places in St 
Neots - in plenty of time for 
Christmas. 

“In my photo I am 
surrounded by books in a 
library. 

“My boyfriend Sam came 
with me to the photo shoot and 
has been really supportive. He 
can’t wait to see the play.” 

The play, which is on for 
three nights at the Priory 
Centre in St Neots, begins 
today. There is also a matinee 
performance on the final day.

Fundraising begins for crossing 


A ZEBRA crossing is one 
step closer to being built 
on one of Ely’s busiest 
roads. 

For more than a year, 
worried parents have 
been campaigning for 
Downham Road to be 
made safer. 

With Ely College, the 
Lantern Primary School 
and Harlequin Childcare 
nursery in the area, the 
road is used by around 
2,000 children and young 
people every day. 


Last summer, con¬ 
cerned parents spear¬ 
headed a campaign 
calling for pedestrian 
crossings to be installed 
as currently there are 
only raised speed 
bumps, which do not 
force cars to stop to 
allow people to cross. 

After months of 
collecting signatures and 
meeting with highway 
chiefs at Cambridgeshire 
County Council, the 
authority has now agreed 


to provide £10,000 to 
build one pedestrian 
crossing. 

Now the Friends of the 
Lantern School (FOTLS) 
are launching a fund¬ 
raising campaign to raise 
the rest of the £14,357 
needed. 

Abi Holgate, chair of 
the FOTLS, said: “We’re 
delighted with the 
county council’s deci¬ 
sion. The crossing will be 
built at the first speed 
bump as you come into 


town, close to the 
Harlequin nursery. 

“It’s going to cost 
£14,357 so we’re now 
doing everything we can 
to raise the £4,357.” 

Lantern Primary 
pupils will hold a spon¬ 
sored walk at the school 
on September 28 to help 
raise funds and a non- 
uniform event on the last 
day of term. 

Other fundraising 
events are being 
planned. 
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Bruce comes bouncing back 



A WALLABY who escaped 
from his enclosure is now at 
home with his pregnant 
partner and recovering from 
his adventure. 

Bruce the red-necked 
wallaby hit the headlines last 
Wednesday after he was 
spotted hopping along the 
High Street in Soham. 

The two-year-old crafty 
creature had escaped from 
his pen in nearby Isleham 
and had to be rescued by his 
owner, Ralph Mortlock, and 
local police officers. 

It is not the first time Mr 
Mortlock’s wallabies have 
escaped as last November, 
Sheila, Bruce’s ladyfriend, 
escaped and had to be 
tranquilised in order for her 
to be caught. 

Bruce was easier to catch, 
however, and is now back 
home with Sheila and their 
baby, Joey. Mr Mortlock said 
Sheila is also expecting 
another baby. 

He said: “We don’t know 
when Bruce got out as he has 
free roam over a couple of 
acres. 


“Sometimes we don’t see 
him for a day or so as he 
likes cover. 

“He has a mate, Sheila, 
and a son Joey, and Sheila 
also has a new one on the 
way. 

“If you were two years old 
and married with a child and 
one on the way wouldn’t you 
fancy a trip out?” 

Mr Mortlock said he has 
now raised the fence around 
the wallabies’ enclosure 
from 6ft to 8ft, which should 


prevent them from escaping. 

The rescue operation was 
launched shortly before 6am. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said 
the force had “numerous 
calls” from members of the 
public who spotted Bruce 
hopping down Soham’s High 
Street. 

He was eventually caught 
in someone’s back garden. 

A police spokesman said: 
“It’s safe to say we don’t get 
calls like that every day.” 


New appeal for 
park and ride 


VISITORS to Ely are backing calls 
to reinstate the city’s park and 
ride buses. 

For months, frustrated locals have been 
calling for council chiefs to bring back the 
service - or to introduce a new one. 

Now visitors to the city are backing 
their pleas, insisting it is putting them off, 
and others, from coming to Ely at all. 

Caroline Foster-Gill, from Spalding, 
Lincolnshire, visited Ely recently and said 
parking issues made her trip “a 
nightmare”. 

She said: “It’s such a shame, as Ely is a 
beautiful place with so much going for it 
but our trip there was a nightmare. 

“The city’s car parking system is an 
absolute joke. We couldn’t relax mooching 
around the cathedral or looking around 
shops for long as we constantly had to 
watch the clock so that we didn’t get a 
parking ticket. 

“Ely is meant to be a tourist city so why 
on earth is there not a park and ride 
system like there is in most other cities? I 
bet the shops and businesses would 
notice a big difference if there was one.” 

There was a Saturday park and ride 
until last year when East Cambs District 
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Council scrapped the service, saying it 
was underused and cost too much to run. 

A new bus service has been launched 
but residents insist a new, more regular 
park and ride system is needed. 

The issue has also been raised on 
community website, ShapeYourPlace. 

Having visited the city, Mr A Reid said: 
“We nearly enjoyed the two-hour visit to 
Ely but didn’t spend any money because 
there wasn’t time, because of the car 
parking system limiting our trip. 

“We would like to visit the cathedral 
and have lunch and probably look around 
the shops. Please sort out a park and ride 
scheme or longer stay car parks within 
half-a-mile or so.” 

However, the district council insists that 
the previous park and ride service was 
underused. 

Council leader Peter Moakes said: 
“Ending the Saturday park and ride was a 
very difficult decision to make but it was 
underused and cost taxpayers across the 
district £20,000 to run.”

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Teenager admits 
attack on his dad 


A VIOLENT son grabbed 
his dad round the throat 
before punching and 
slapping him over an 
argument about money, a 
court heard.

He explained the argument 
was over money and so the 
defendant then took £10 out of a 
pot to get a pizza and chucked 
the rest of the money on the 
floor. 

Mr Brown added: “The 
allegation is that the defendant 
has grabbed his father by the 
throat, punched him several 


times in the ribs and slapped 
him round the face. 

“His father called the police 
and he went to get away from 
his son but he was followed. He 
went to the bedroom.” 

However, Featherstone man¬ 
aged to get into the bedroom 
and punched his father again, 
who fell to the bed. 

Police officers then arrived 
and there was a struggle with 
Featherstone. 

Elfreda Sarfo, mitigating, said: 
“He realises his anger gets the 
best of him so he has enrolled 
on an anger management 
course.” 

Presiding magistrate Malcolm 
Kane adjourned the case for a 
pre-sentence report. 

Featherstone has been 
ordered to return to the court on 
October 2 for sentencing.

A MAJOR cycle ride is being held in 
Cambridgeshire this month to raise 
money for Britain’s servicemen and 
women.

Heritage centre 
is given approval 


AN empty shop will be 
transformed into a village 
heritage centre after 
controversial plans were 
given the green light. 

Planners at East Cambs District 
Council have approved proposals 
to turn the former JH Adams & 
Sons ironmongers in Littleport 
into the Littleport Heritage 
Centre. 

The proposals, submitted by 
David Porter and Peter Audus, 
include converting the first floor 
of the shop in Main Street into a 
one-bedroom flat and dem¬ 
olishing some outbuildings at the 
rear of the shop to make way for 
new flats and houses. 

The ground floor of the shop 
will now be leased to the 
Littleport Society for 30 years at a 
peppercorn rent for them to turn 
it into the Littleport Heritage 
Centre. 

The plans have been approved 
despite numerous concerns from

locals about overdevelopment of 
the site and poor access. 

But in their application to the 
council, the applicants said: “This 
will hand to the people of 
Littleport a local heritage centre 
to be a vibrant community 
building sitting at the heart of the 
town. 

“The proposed development 
will remove the unsightly run¬ 
down workshops and storage 
units and create additional 
needed rental accommodation in 
this town centre position.” 

Arts Development in East 
Cambs (ADeC) was also backing 
the heritage centre plans. 

In a letter to the council, the 
charity’s director, Jane Wilson, 
said: “We strongly support the 
planning application for the 
building, recognising the 
importance of holding onto 


community history for future 
generations to enjoy.” 

Approving the plans, Giles 
Hughes, the council’s head of 
planning, said: “Approval has 
been granted because the 
proposal is broadly in accord 
with the policies of the current 
development plan. 

“It is considered that it would 
not raise any adverse issues of 
either visual or residential 
amenity, or introduce any 
elements detrimental to highway 
safety that cannot be addressed 
by the imposition of suitable 
conditions.” 

■ An open day is being held at 
the shop on September 29 for 
people to find out more about the 
project. 

Running from llam-4pm, 
there will be a documentary film, 
a scale model of the shop and a 
living memory of Littleport.

Holy Motors , by French maverick Leos 
Carax (Les Amants Du Pont-Neuf Pola 
X), was probably the most talked-about 
title at Cannes this year. Billed as a 
film that broke boundaries, this 
cinematic tour-de-force was described 
by Guardian critic Peter Bradshaw as 
‘barking mad’, ‘weird and wonderful’ 
and ‘weightless and euphoric’. From 
dawn to dusk, we follow a few hours in 
the life of Monsieur Oscar, a shadowy 
character who journeys from one life to 
the next. He is in turn captain of 
industry, assassin, beggar, monster, 
family man . . .

KILLING THEM SOFTLY

CRIME does pay and the price tag is 
your life in this slow-burning crime 
thriller based on the novel Cogan’s 
Trade by George V Higgins. 

Writer-director Andrew Dominik 
transplants the setting of the book 
from 1970s Boston to 2008 Louisiana, 
using the race for the White House 
between George W Bush and Barack 
Obama as a backdrop to the 
skulduggery. 

Low-level crook Johnny Amato 
(Vincent Curatola) learns that mob 
man Markie Trattman (Ray Liotta) 
staged a robbery at one of his own 
card games in order to steal the pot. 
So Amato hatches a cunning plan to 
rob another card game and point the 
finger of suspicion squarely at Markie. 

He hires Frankie (Scoot McNairy) to 



pull off the heist, and he in turn 
recruits unreliable junkie Russell (Ben 
Mendelsohn) as a second gun man. 

Against the odds, Frankie and 
Russell manage to hold up the card 
game without accidentally shooting 
themselves or one of their hostages 
and they make off with the booty. 

Mob go-between Driver (Richard 
Jenkins) calls in hit man Jackie Cogan 
(Brad Pitt) to identify the perpetrators 
and make them pay. 

Naturally, Markie is the prime 
suspect for the robbery but Jackie 
likes to be thorough and he searches 
for other likely candidates, hiring 
another assassin, Mickey (James 
Gandolfini), to do the dirty work. 

When Russell’s drug-addled loose 
lips spill the beans about who really 
knocked off the card game, Jackie 
swiftly moves into action. 

Killing Them Softly is punctuated 


with brilliantly orchestrated and stylish 
explosions of violence, including a 
breathtaking slow-motion car crash. 

Pitt delivers a strong performance 
as the director delves deep into the 
psyches of men who operate on the 
wrong side of the law. 

Indeed, the entire ensemble cast is 
in excellent form, including Gandolfini 
as a hit man who has allowed his 
penchant for booze and women to 
cloud his killing instinct. 

Unlike other film-makers who are in 
a hurry to get to the action set-pieces, 
Dominik allows conversations to 
breathe; veiled threats hang in the air, 
murderous glances are held 
uncomfortably long and every scene 
crackles with tension. 

And we teeter nervously on the edge 
of our seats for the entire 97 minutes.

Adding colour to 
our cooler months 


M Y container tomatoes 
have blight, my 
summer bedding is 
bedraggled and all my pots are 
looking a bit forlorn - so there’s 
no better time to cheer myself 
up with some bright winter 
candidates. 

Autumn and winter don’t have to be 
dull if you have a patio and some pots, 
because even a pot or two of dainty 
violas or a mixture of heathers and red- 
berried evergreens or coloured stems 
will perk up any outside space. 

Autumn leaf colour can be 
spectacular if you plant one specimen 
Japanese maple in a pot, such as 
‘Bloodgood’. 

Skimmia ‘Rubella’ can span three 
seasons, its fat red buds appearing in 
autumn and winter and finally opening 
in spring. Plant it alongside ornamental 
cabbages and kales, whose leaves 
provide a rich tapestry of vivid purples 
and pinks, and you can have a stunning 
container. 

When the sun becomes lower in the 
sky, arrange your pots in the sunniest 
corners near windows, where they can 
be seen from indoors and will provide 
mutual protection when it’s really cold. 

Plant containers in autumn with at 
least one long-lasting scheme, including 
such stalwarts as heuchera, ivy and

skimmia. 

Seasonal accent plants including 
heather and chrysanthemum can also be 
slipped into the display and removed 
when you want to change the look, 
without disturbing the roots of the 
longer-lasting plants. 

When the first frosts arrive, faded 
heathers can be replaced by Skimmia 
japonica subsp. reevesiana, which will 
provide a profusion of red berries, while 
winter-flowering pansies and cyclamen 
will add colour to the arrangement. 

Permanent plants in pots - such as 
skimmia and heuchera - are pretty 
tough and fairly tolerant of weather 
conditions. Autumn-flowering 
chrysanthemums such as the compact 
‘Carnival Bicolour’ will bear masses of 
blooms in September, but will need 
deadheading regularly to prolong 
flowering. 


Plant them in multi-purpose compost 
with added John Innes and don’t overdo 
the watering, keeping it limited to 
around once every two weeks, because 
waterlogged roots will just rot or freeze. 

If you want burnt oranges in autumn, 
choose double daisy-shaped 
chrysanthemums in deep bronzes and 
yellows massed in glazed terracotta 
pots. Contemporary brushed metal 
containers look great in autumn planted 
with deep purple or chocolate leaves of 
heucheras such as H. ‘Chocolate 
Ruffles’ coupled with silver-leaved 
evergreens such as Convolvulus 
cneorum. 

Other great specimens for 
contemporary pots include the tropical- 
looking Fatsia japonica, with its 
gloriously glossy leaves, or with 
dramatic bamboos and ornamental 
grasses. 

Hanging baskets can be planted with 
an array of foliage plants which provide 
interest throughout the cooler months, 
including the Mexican orange blossom 
(Choisya ternata Sundance), whose 
bright yellow leaves contrast effectively 
with the dark foliage of Gaultheria 
mucronata, which bears brightly 
coloured berries in shades of white, 
pink, red or purple. 

Male and female plants must be 
grown together for fruit to form and it’s 
a good plant for winter interest, 
combining well with other acid-lovers 



like heathers. 

Further colour could be added with 
violas and variegated euonymus, such 
as E. fortunei ‘Emerald ‘n’ Gold’. 

Deadhead violas to promote a long- 
lasting display and ease out the stems of 
the gaultheria to expose the rich berries 


for all to see. Thinking ahead, you could 
also plant some dwarf bulbs in your 
display including irises, fritillaries and 
ipheions in pots, using a gritty, free- 
draining bulb compost, to add a 
welcome splash of colour and herald the 
start of spring.

journeys, with 25 per 
cent seeing mobile use 
on all trips. 

Around 20 per cent 
admitted using a mobile 
to send a text, 4 per cent 
checked emails and 2 per 
cent even sent emails 
while at the controls. 

Two per cent read 
Twitter or Facebook 
updates while at the 
wheel and 1 per cent 
even tweeted while 
driving. 

The AA said police in 
Northamptonshire 
recorded 80 drivers using 
phones or cameras to 
photograph emergency 
services attempting a 
four-and-a-hatf-hour 
rescue of a 21-year-old 
driver trapped in her 
crashed truck on the Ml 
last month. 

AA president Edmund 
King said: “Drivers need 
to concentrate on 
driving rather than be 
distracted by their digital 
technology. Our research 


shows that some drivers 
are now using their 
smart phones for more 
than talking on the 
move. It is really not 
smart to talk, text or 
tweet on the move. 

“Digital rubber- 
neckers who photograph 
crashes really are morbid 
voyeurs who should be 
concentrating on the 
road, not the victims of 
crashes. It beggars belief 
that these macabre 
motorists should put 
their lives and others at 
risk through their lust for 
twisted metal. 

“We would like to see 
the police target more 
mobile phone abusers so 
that the message gets out 
that it is not worth 
hanging on the tele¬ 
phone while driving. 

“However, we have 
seen a 29 per cent 
reduction in traffic 
police in the last decade 
so their resources are 
stretched.”
